II. Figures 6-8, and 

III. Figure 10. 

The species are independent or distinct because each of the species are 
structurally different and the complete search required for each species is not required 
for the other species. 

Species I is directed to glass blocks held in a frame having both primary and 
secondary muntins which form a grid. This embodiment is essentially of the vertical 
glass block wall type. 

Species II is directed to a glass blocks held in horizontal fashion as in skylights 
and load bearing floors. 

Species III is directed to an upstanding wall type species that does not require 
secondary muntins.
